TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
MIRF1ELD  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  for  1944. 

The  greater  part  of  the  Report  was  prepared  by 
Doctor  Battersby  before  he  took  up  Military  duties.  The 
Report  being  completed  from  Ministerial  and  Departmental 
Returns. 


The  Birth  Rate  17.278  was  slightly  higher  than  for  the 
previous  year  (14.58),  although  less  than  the  general  figure 
for  England  and  Wales  (1 7*6) .  The  Death  Rate  12.53  showed  a 
decrease  on  that  for  1943  (14.22).  The  Infantile  Mortality 
Rate  31.08  compared  with  24.8  for  the  previous  year  and 
46  for  England  and  Wales  in  1944. 

Diphtheria,  although  notified  on  10  occasions  was 
confirmed  in  only  4  cases,  and  no  deaths  were  attributed 
to  this  disease.  Scarlet  Fever  notifications  (24),  exhibit  a 
reduction  from  1943.  56  cases  of  Scabies  were  treated  at  the 

Lower  Hopton  First  Aid  Post.  I  am  indebted  to  the  staff  for 
their  co-operation. 

My  acknowledgments  are  due  to  those  who  provided 
me  with  Returns  which  materially  assisted  in  furnishing  the  Report.

The  district  receives  the  bulk  of  its  supply  from 
Huddersfield  Corporation.  The  supply  is  constant  and  direct  to  the 
houses. 


In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  seven  shallow  wells,  four 
springs  and  one  private  reservoir,  supplying  57  houses.  On  this 
latter  means  of  supply  51  houses  are  solely  and  6  houses  partly 
dependent.  Following  adverse  reports  received  during  1942  one 
shallow  well  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  was  closed,  a  piped 
supply  being  substituted. 

Six  samples  (2  Chemical,  4  Bacteriological),  of  water  from 
several  springs,  etc.,  in  the  area,  were  submitted  to  the  County 
Laboratory  for  examination  and  were  reported  satisfactory. 

(2)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Except  in  isolated  cases  the  district  is  well  provided  with 
sewers.  No  other  extension  has  been  made  during  the  year. 

(3)  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  river  Calder  runs  through  the  district  and  is  in  a 
polluted  state  when  it  enters  the  district.

These  figures  include  children  immunised  by  arrangement 
through  the  County  Council’s  Scheme  which  offers  immunisation 
through  private  Doctor  or  Child  Welfare  Clinic.  This  Clinic  is  held 
on  Fridays,  at  Ings  Grove.  The  course  given  is  one  of  two  injections 
spaced  at  an  interval  of  one  month. 

Diphtheria  is  a  grave  menace  to  the  life  and  health  of  a 
child,  and  it  must  clearly  be  realised  that  much  higher  percentage  of 
immunisation  in  the  pre-school  child  is  required  if  the  disease  is  to  be 
eliminated.

throughout  the  year,  and  in  addition  the  cows  have  been  subject  to  an 
inspection  by  the  Veterinary  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries.  With  the  exception  of  minor  defects  the  several  Cow¬ 
sheds  aiid  Dairies  have  been  carried  on  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

;  Two  farms  were  improved  and  issued  licences  to  produce 
Accredited  Milk.  Three  farmers  were  licensed  to  produce  milk  for  the 
first  time  and  these  premises  are  of  modern  design  and  construction.

FOOD  AND  DRUG  ACTS,  1938 

By  arrangement  with  the  West  Riding  County  Council, 
11  samples  of  Milk  were  submitted  for  analysis  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938,  during  the  year.  It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  one 
sample  only  was  reported  upon  adversely  by  the  Analyst,  the  remain¬ 
ing  10  samples  were  reported  satisfactory. 

In  addition  the  Officers  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
submitted  26  samples  for  analysis  (one  of  which  was  reported  to  be 
adulterated),  and  10  samples  of  other  foodstuffs  (one  of  which  was 
reported  to  be  unsatisfactory), 

These  figures  of  samples  of  Foodstuffs  which  have  been 
taken  during  the  year  by  the  Inspectors  are  most  encouraging  and 
indicate  the  care  and  attention  which  is  being  given  to  the  work  in 
this  area.

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During  the  year  a  re-conditioned  Morris  Tipper  was  obtained 
for  the  use  of  this  Department,  particularly  for  use  on  Salvage 
work,  and  this  together  with  the  existing  two  Refuse  Collecting 
Vehicles  has  given  a  good  service,  and  has  assisted  in  the  maintaining 
of  an  efficient  and  regular  collection  of  all  refuse  by  the  Department. 

During  the  year  the  collection  of  refuse  from  dwelling-houses 
was  carried  out  regularly  every  fortnight.  Shop  refuse  was  collected 
weekly.  All  pail  closets  were  collected  weekly,  and  privy  middens 
emptied  at  least  once  every  month.
